CnicAUO, Nov. 1».— Tho National Con- 
vention of stis k men. c.Tlled to taki- action 
to stamp out contagious diseajH's among 
live stock, reassembled on Friday. Senator 
Williama, of Kentucky, presiding, ait 
di legates l>olng j r .sent. The cominitt<-e 
appoint e<l to outline a plan of action, sub- 
nitttetl a series of resolutions, which, after 
iMiing varioasly amended, read aa follows; 

"Whereas, The existence of contagious 
pleurtvpiieumonia in certain portions of a 
few States on the Atlantic seaboard. Intro- 
duced from time to time by the importa- 
tion of live atock (rom foreign coontrtea, 
constantly thraatoBi tha tpnad of oonta- 
glon to Southara aad Waatern Btotea and 
Tarritoriaat that tha dlaaaaa to o( such 
charaotar that Stato togialatlon can only 
give partial rellof; that iirompt and appro- 
priate legislation on the part uf Congress 
to eradicate the diseatte in the infe<.'te<l dis 
triots isiin|M>rativutydeinande<l: that should 
the great ranges of the West becomo in- 
focted with the disease it would be ini]jes- 
sible to stamp out the pliij;ue exeept by 
total destruction of heids at a et>st of hun- 
drtsls of millions of dnllars; lliernfor»', 

"Resolved, That we urge U|ioii the projsT 
authorities the ini|»'iative iiei,-..^ily of 

thorough inspection uf all live stock and 

meat praEMii MfftA to flon^ia ooan- 

tries."
